>»nd "a single instance of a member be- 
ing forced on that distinguished body 
by the monarch, no matter bow rude 
the age. There is no precedent for the 
net of Gov. Douglas. It was unwarrant- 
ed either by his commission or expedien- 
cy. It can only be viewed as the act of 
.a self-snfliclent despot ; can never be at- 
tributed to ignorance of duty 
' Dr. Kennedy was told to take his seat 
| for a district In which there were no elec- 
: tors, and in which no election had been 
held. This was done without any of 
'that "feeling of dismay" which the Ex- 
ecutive manifested to the Colonial Sec- 
retary. This was done when his own 
proclamation stated that none should be 
entitled to a seat except those who were 

II duly elected by the major part of the 
freeholders." To justify such an act is 
impossible. Gov. Douglas cannot justi- 
fy such an act before the people by 
pleading '' his slender knowledge of le- 
gislation," his want of u legal advice or 
intelligent assistance/' or that his " ear- 
ly attempts at legislation " cut " a sorry 



figure." This justification will not do 
for the people of this colony, though it 
rright suit the "red tape and sealing 
wax" of Downing street: iti times past 
The people of this colony demand Brit is! 
usages, and a different justification 
They will not permit their Executive to 
eclipse the illegal voting and ballot 
box shilling of San Francisco, and 
overturn the Constitution, without 
taking those Constitutional measures 
warranted by the occasion. They 
know that to subvert the Constitution 
is an act which no ignorance can ex- 
cuse, nor no authority authorize ; and 
that the issue of a conflict with the 
Executive or House of Assembly on 
litis subject will he a victory for the 
people. 

Representation depends on the free 
and unbiased choice of the electors. 
Without clioice being made by lire 
electors, I here is no election, no rep- 
resentative. A representative is the 
delegate of the people, not the ap- 
pointee of a Governor. Electors here 
delegate their power by casting their 
votes; aud a correct record is kept 
as to who did it, and when and where 
it was done. It is the duty of the 
Assembly to inquire if Dr. Kennedy 
was elected in this manner, or wheth- 
er he is the appointee of the Executive 
or Company. If an appointee and 
not elected, his seat should be de- 
clared vacant at once, and a new elec- 
tion ordered for Nanaimo. To allow 
this matter to sleep on, is not only 
making elections and representative 
institutions ridiculous, but is equiva- 
lent to an assent to the encroachments 
ol* the Executive. To delay is to lose 
the confidence of the people. To act 
at once will afford -the best evidence
